1. ROMANIAN DCM IONITA, IN APRIL 17 GET- ACQUAINTED CALL 
ON EA DEPUTY ASSISTANT SECRETARY GLEYSTEEN, HINTED BROADLY 
THAT KIM IL-SUNG MIGHT GO ON TO EUROPE AFTER HIS PEKING 
VISIT (WHICH BEGAN APRIL 18) OR AT ANY RATE THAT KIM 
MIGHT BE VISITING SOME EUROPEAN COUNTRIES IN THE NEAR 
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FUTURE. IONITA WOULD NOT GO INTO ANY SPECIFICS. AND 
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CLAIMED HE SIMPLY DIDN’T KNOW WHETHER KIM'S TRAVELS WOULD 
INCLUDE MOSCOW. 

2. IONITA WOULD OFFER NO INSIGHTS INTO SPECIFIC PURPOSES 
OF KIM’S PEKING VISIT, BUT CONVEYED CONFIDENCE THAT THIS 
VISIT SHOULD NOT CAUSE DISQUIET TO THE IAPANESE OR OTHERS 
CONCERNED WITH STABILITY IN NORTHEAST ASIA. KISSINGER 
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
